ROME, May 11—The defeat of 
the Allies by Germany was as- 
sumed and proclaimed in thousands 
of posters pasted from one end of 
Rome to the other by a determined 
group of Fascist street fighters, 
who in an unhappy incident last 
night attacked two members of the 
British Embassy and this corre- 
spondent. 

Sir Percy Lorraine, the British 
Ambassador, went immediately this 
morning to the Foreign Office and 
made a vigorous protest against 
the posters and the personal indig- 
nity to members of his staff. 
No apology has been made. 
The posters are headlined as ‘Brit- 
ain’s Collapse,” and “A Testimony 
of the Allies Defeat.” They quote 
from the Norwegian debate in the 
British House of Commons in con- 
trast, as measures of ineptitude, 
with the brilliant series of German 
victories. 

Increase in Tension. 
No effort to remove these propa- 
ganda sheets had been made by 
the Italian authorities at 4 p. m. 
and with thousands reading them 
in the streets, the situation is made 
more tense by an exchange of mes- 
sages between Pope Pius and King 
Leopold and Queen Wilhelmina and 
the Grand Duchess of Luxem- 
bourg. 
The warm words of encourage- 
ment in the papal blessing will 
serve warning on Italians that Ro- 
man Catholics extend their sym- 
pathy not to the Germans but to 
the neutrals, whose invasion is be- 
ing used as a German argument 
that victory is near and that Italy 
now must come in as an axis ally. 

The temper of the Fascist ele- 
ment who is co-operating with the 
Germans was shown last night in 
the diplomatic incident, which 
comes at a moment when both 
London and Rome have been at- 
tempting to avoid any friction. It is 
all the more unhappy because it 
was unpremeditated after a din- 
ner party last night. 

George Labouchere, secretary of 
the British Embassy, and Com- 
mander Rod, assistant naval at- 
tache, were driving two American 
guests home. They drove first to 
the hotel of Miss Virginia Cowles, 
special correspondent for the North 
American Newspaper Alliance. 

Escorting her to the door we 
found the posters pasted on the 
hotel facade. While we were read- 
ing them, seven men, apparently 
thinking that the posters were be- 
ing torn down, suddenly attacked 
us, without warning, calling us 
“Inglese,” and slugging for sever- 
al minutes, even after the English- 
men had announced that they were 
on the British Embassy staff. 

Miss Cowles was pushed, but not 
struck, when she refused to leave 
the men and enter the hotel. 


A crowd of some 50 men who 
had been pasting up posters col- 
lected. As the street fighters be 
gan to argue among themselves, the 
diplomats entered the hotel and 
telephoned Sir Noel Charles, coun- 
selor of the British. Embassy. 


In the interim before his arrival, 
the manager of the hotel who ap- 
peared in pajamas and dressing 
gown, asked the crowd to respect 
the foreigners and was knocked 
down. After a long harangue with 
the ringleaders in which he was 
pushed but not struck, Charles 
realized that his request that po-| 
lice be summoned was impossible. 
The police were not on post in the 
period when the propaganda sheets 
were being pasted up. 


Two Policemen Refuse Aid. 

Charles hailed two passing mo- 
torcycle policemen. They listened 
to his compla‘nt but declined to 
intervene and rode away. Charles, 
his colleagues and I then crossed! 
the street. surrounded by the 
crowd, and telephoned a police 
station from another hotel. Even- 
tually a police officer arrived and, 
after trying to remonstrate with 
the Fascists, he escorted the for- 
eigners to their cars.

SOMEWHERE IN FRANCE 
(Note: Dateline deleted by censor), 
May 10 (AP).—I have just seen 
the scattered remains of three pri- 
vate homes where two civilians 
were. blown to bits and another 
gravely injured by Germany’s first 
great aerial onslaught on France. 

Plowing through the debris on 
the outskirts of this village (note: 
Name deleted by censor), I sudden- 
ly came upon a jagged piece of 
bone and flesh wedged against a 
wall. 
“Her thigh,” said one of the mil- 
itary officers who was conducting 
me. 

Malca Leon, young and pretty, 
was engaged to be married. They 
picked up her remains in a sack 
after the German planes went over 
at dawn today. 

Fourgplanes dropped 24 bombs, 
according to the officer. When I 
asked him if there were any mili- 
tary objectives in the neighbor- 
hood, he replied, “None whatever.” 

“Then why?” I inquired. 

His explanation was that the 
Nazi aviators, growing nervous, 
must have wished to lighten their 
loads to facilitate their escape 
after being caught in a curtain of 
anti-aircraft fire. 

Direct hits were scored on two 
of the three houses which stood 
in a row along the side of the road. 
The scene was reminiscent of the 
destruction a Midwestern tornado 
leaves behind. 

Direct hits were on the two end 
houses, killing one person in each. 
In the center house Mme. Pauline 
Bluteau and her seven children 
escaped unhurt, though all the 
windows were smashed.

Edward Bates Quits After

The resignation of J. Edward 
Bates, city supervisor of water 
rates assessments, was accepted 
today by Mayor Bernard F. Dick- 
mann, who promoted Bates’ assist- 
ant, Lannon Benoist, to the $250- 

a-month job of supervisor. 

Bates’ resignation followed a 
reprimand by Water Commissioner 
John B. Dean for failure to keep 
monthly records of delinquent 
water bill payments up to date. 
Dean told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
he had had _ ~several differences.

policies. Bates had been super- 
visor since March, 1936.

HE letter printed Wednesday in the 

Mirror of Public Opinion, “Problem 
in Suburban Transportation,” is one that 
should be of vital interest not only to 
every citizen of Webster Groves and 
Kirkwood but to the other residents of 
St. Louis County who live in the vicinity 
of the Missouri Pacific and Frisco rail- 

roads. 

The writer of that article knew what 
he was talking about. I would be glad 
to join forces with him and all others 
interested in improving the transporta- 
tion facilities from Webster Groves and 
Kirkwood and other suburban communi- 
ties in that portion of the county. 

As a regular commuter on the Mis- 
souri Pacific, I know the inconvenience 
of going from the Union Station to my 
office in the central downtown section.

CHURCHILL’S DAY. 
It required a series of major catastrophes to jolt 
Great Britain into changing a leadership which, for 
sheer ineptness, is perhaps unmatched in the long 
span of British histor, since Queen Elizabeth's navy 
sank the Spanish Armada. 
Neville Chamberlain has left Winston Churchill a 
cruel legacy, and for all the latter’s brilliance, driv- 
ing energy and never-say-die spirit, he achieves his 
life-long ambition to be Prime Minister at a moment 
so desperate as to tax every last resource of his 
character. 
As Hitler drives toward the Channel ports, which 
would place his great air force within 60 miles of 
the British coast, a life-and-death struggle begins 
which may determine, as the German dictator put it, 
the fate of the German nation for the next thousand 
years, and also the fate of the British Empire. 
Britons can take some comfort in the contrasting 
characters of the two men. Chamberlain, so long 
the apostle of appeasement, the man who trusted 
Hitler up to the seizure of Prague, goes out. Church- 
ill, for seven years before the war a flaming apostle 
of preparedness, long ago catalogued by Hitler as a 
dangerous enemy of his rearming Reich, comes in. 
But Churchill comes in under the terrific handicap 
he frankly admitted in the Commons debate of 
Wednesday: “Our failure in the last five years to 
maintain air parity with Germany.” 

Churchill assumes leadership at a moment he had 
grimly predicted in an address more than six years 
ago, when he pleaded for British afr parity with 
Hitler’s resurgent Reich. On March 8, 1934, he said: 

I dread the day when the means of threatening 
the heart of the British Empire should pass into 

the hands of the present rulers of Germany. I 

think we should be in a position which would 

be odious to every man who values freedom of ac- 
tion and independence, and also in a position of 
the utmost peril for our crowded, peaceful popu- 
lation, engaged in their daily toil. I dread that 

day, but it is not perhaps far distant... . 

When Churchill spoke in such phrases, begging for 
an end to muddling, for a doubled and redoubled air 
force, he was denounced as an alarmist; even, by Sir 
Herbert Samuel, as “a Malay run amok.” Now, as 
he takes the reins, the grim day Churchill foresaw 
is at hand. On his genius, with the inadequate means 
at his hand, against a tactically brilliant foe who 
has again seized the initiative, depends the Empire’s 
success in averting the terrible consequences. 
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THEORY AND PRACTICE COLLIDE AGAIN. 

There has been another collision between theory 
and practice—those twins who have such difficulty in 
getting along together. This time it came on the 
acres of the Independence Foundation, Inc., which 
were planned by Ralph Borsodi, the economist, to en- 
able New York City workers to establish homesteads 
in the manner of their pioneering ancestors. 

Essentially, the Borsodi plan called for 999-year 
leases on small tracts on which the city workers were 
to build sturdy homes—with the aid of special build- 
ing guilds—and plant gardens, maintain a cow, a 
pig and a few chickens. - 
This project was successful to a considerable de- 
gree, but trouble came from the School of Living, es- 
tablished to handle the research and promotional side 
of the Borsodi theory. Participants in the project, 
already nettled by Mr. Borsodi’s detailed interest in 
their activities, felt that the school and its theoretical 
bulletins hampered, rather than helped, the practical 
side of the experiment. 

So Mr. Borsodi has gone to a sanitarium. In the 
future, he will devote all his time to the school. 
Meanwhile, a group of business men, convinced of 
the essential soundness of the homestead plan, has 
taken over the management of the foundation. They 
assert that, after a reorganization, it will be possi- 
ble to carry on the project on a vast scale—provided 
that there is a permanent separation of theory and 
pr: ctice. 
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TIME TO END THE SILVER-BUYING FOLLY. 

This is a bad time for the United States to stop 
buying foreign silver, Senator Barkley heatedly ar- 
gued in attempting to block Senate passage of the 
Townsend bill, providing for abandonment of the 
policy. The Senate majority was not impressed by 
the disasters he conjured up, however, for the bill 
carried by a vote of 45 to 36. 

Why is the Senate voting to repeal the provision 
at what administration forces consider a “bad time’’? 
Simply because, although the scheme was discreditea 
long ago, the silver bloc and administration leaders 
were powerful enough to block its repeal at a more 
auspicious moment. 

The Government has spent more than a billion 
dollars on silver since the program was launched in 
1934. All purchases have been at inflated values: 71 
cents recently for American silver and 35 cents for 
foreign-mined, although economists assert the world 
price would drop about 50 per cent if not artificially 
pegged. Ninety per cent of the purchases have come 
from abroad, so the vast outlay has been chiefly 
for the benefit of foreign interests, and secondarily 
of a small group of American producers whose total 
annual output, it has been pointed out, is valued at 
less than the nation’s peanut crop. 

Opponents of repeal assert that it will mean com- 
plications in Mexican affairs, perhaps collapse of the 
good-neighbor policy. Certainly no one wants to 
jeopardize that valuable contribution to Pan-Ameri- 
can unity in these crucial times, but there is no need 
for continuing the wanton extravagance of the silver 
policy even for this purpose. If trade concessions are 
ultimately found necessary for Latin American tnade, 
the bill should be cheerfully paid. 

It is high time, however, to end the silver folly. 
The House will be wise to join the Senate in refusing 
to be stampeded by the alarmist predictions of ad- 
ministration speakers. 
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SHAKESPEARE AS USUAL? 

The morning’s mail has just brought the neatly 
printed program of this season’s Shakespeare Festi- 
val at Stratford-upon-Avon, under the direction of B. 
Iden Payne, formerly of the Garden Theater, here 
in St. Louis, and the Goodman Theater of Chicago. 


Judging by the program, everything would seem 
to be quite normal, including thé special railroad and 
bus services from London. This week, for example, 
one might enjoy “King John,” “The Merchant of 
Venice,” “Hamlet,” “Measure for Measure,” “The 
Merry Wives of Windsor” and Goldsmith's “She 
Stoops to Conquer.” Not very warlike! ' 
However, things are not so serene as they seem, 
we learn on reading the New Yorker’s letter from 
England. There are blackouts that make the eve- 
nings as dark as they were in Shakespeare's day. 
Troops have been billeted near by. The town is full 
of mothers and ehildren evacuated from Birmingham, 


And all but two of its hotels are closed, having been 


requisitioned by the Government for use in case it 
becomes necessary to move the ministries from Lon- 
don. 

And one wonders, too, what effect the radio bulle- 
tins on the latest blitzkrieg are having at the box 


office. 
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CONGRESS TAKES CARE OF THE FARMER. 
So far as farm appropriations are concerned, Con- 
gress is carrying its economy comedy to its expected 
climax without the slightest deviation from the 
script. In fact, the curtain is about to fall with the 
appropriation of approximately one billion dollars 
more than was provided for in the President’s budget 
—and, of course, without the slightest intimation as 
to where the billiqn dollars might be found. 
To begin with, the House made a great display 
of going even beyond the retrenchment recommended 
by President Roosevelt last January. That, of course, 
made a fine impression on the urban voters. Next, 
the Senate quietly restored the House cuts and 
added a few millions here and a few millions there— 
just for good measure. 
Then, on Thursday, the House approved the bill 
just about as it was rewritten in the other wing of 
the Capitol. The measure now calls for $212,000,000 
for parity payments and an increase of $85,000,000 in 
the automatic appropriation of $100,000,000 for the 
disposal of surplus commodities. 

This brings the total 1941 Department of Agricul- 
ture supply bill to more than $900,000,000, not includ- 
ing $90,000,000 in RFC loans for farm tenants and 
the Rural Electrification Administration. 

Since the House made a few changes in the Dill, 

the measure will go to conference, but its ratifi- 
cation is expected without any major change in the 
figures as they now stand—and this in the face of 
the President’s recommendation of an appropriation 
of $788,000,000, and his warning that any increase 
in this amount must be offset by new taxes or a 
lifting of the 45-billion-dollar limit on the national 
debt. 
Considering the way of the Congressman in an 
election year, this generosity, together with the un- 
willingness to impose any compensating tax, is un- 
derstandable, if discouraging. However, what makes 
it downright reprehensible is the pious sham of the 
House in first going through all the motions of 
zealous economizing for the benefit of the man in the 
city, and then quietly accepting—by voice vote—the 
Senate’s expected largess to the farmers. This is the 
democratic process at its worst. It is legalized 
bribery compounded by flagrant deception. 
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Pretty soon they'll be calling the Yankees the 
Bumelechs., 
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JUDGE CONNOR IS REVERSED. 

Last October, Circuit Judge William S. Connor sus- 
tained a technical demurrer of the Dickmann Real 
Estate Co., calculated to delay the trial of the closed 
Lowell Bank property straw deal case. 

What Judge Connor did was to rule that State Fi- 
nance Commissioner Holt, seeking to recover profits 
for the unfortunate bank depositors, had brought “a 
collateral attack” upon the original sale and that this 
was the wrong procedure. Judge Connor said that 
the State should attack the sale directly and ask to 
have it set aside. 

The Post-Dispatch criticised this ruling in close 
detail and then concluded: 

Judge Connor’s ruling is not only hairsplit- 


ting and dubious law. It is highly impractical 
in that it ignores the realities of the situation. 


Our comment of last October is virtually a sum- 
mary of the unanimous opinion now handed down 
by the three-Judge St. Louis Court of Appeals, over- 
ruling Judge Connor. : 

The higher court does not say, of course, that Judge 
Connor split hairs. It does not say that his ruling 
is impractical in so many words. Yet that is what 
the reversal amounts to. 

But more than that. Where we engaged in under- 
statement by saying that Judge Connor’s was “du- 
bious law,” the Court of Appeals goes on to say that 
Judge Connor’s law does not apply—in other words, 
it is bad law. 3

to a fair trial in open court of the Dickmann com- 
pany’s straw sales business in closed bank property.

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MARK TWAIN’S BIRTHPLACE. 

Now we wouldn’t deny in the least even a small 
part of Hannibal’s pride in Mark Twain. Sam 
Clemens lived there from 1839 to 1853—from the time 
he was 3 until he set out to see the world as a jour- 
neyman printer at the lusty age of 17. There the 
pilot-to-be first knew the Mississippi on languorous 
summer afternoons, first watched it go on rampages 
in the spring, saw it pile up ice floes when winter 
came down and locked the valley. Tom Blanken- 
ship, who suggested Huck Finn, lived in Hannibal 
in those robust years, and so did Uncle Dan’'l, the 
slave from whom Nigger Jim was drawn. There 
was Cardiff Hill, the mysterious cave, those joint 
adventures of Tom Sawyer and Samuel Clemens. A 
great page in American literary history—Hanpibal’s. 

But the fact remains that Mark Twain was not 
born in Hannibal. That distinction belongs to a 
hamlet of 200 souls in Monroe County—Florida by 
name. One of Mark Twain's famous witticisms was: 
“Two towns claim me. Hannibal claims I was born 
in Florida, and Florida claims I was born in Han- 
nibal.” Florida was a log-cabin village of the Mis- 
souri wilderness when the Clemenses lived there 
and Judge Quarles unwound calico in his store. To- 
day it is hardly as much of a community as it was 
a century ago. But it is going to take a new grip 
on life. It is going to measure up to its place in 
the world. ,

ens home re-established on. its original site.

OES technological progress, by increas- 
Dix the efficiency of our industrial proc- 

esses, take jobs away faster than it cre- 
ates them? On this question Dr. Karl T. 
Compton, president of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, clashed recently 
with President Roosevelt. 

Dr. Compton objected to President Roose- 
velt’s statement, in his message to Congress, 
that “we have not yet found a way to em- 
ploy the surplus of our labor which the 
efficiency of our process has created.” 


The M. I. T. president held that while tech- 
nological progress has sometimes created un- 
employment in specific situations, it had also 
created new employment and made avail- 
able to the public material and services 
which would otherwise have been inaccessi- 
ble to any but a favored few. 

The results of the studies by the WPA, the 
Temporary National Economic Committee 
and the Department of Labor show displace- 
ment of labor by new processes, new ma- 
chines or technical improvement. Some- 
times, it is stated, prices to the consumer 
drop quickly, sometimes slowly. 

* * * 


The WPA study caused Corrington Gill, 
assistant WPA commissioner, to state that 
there was every indication that the output 
per man-hour in the manufacturing indus- 
tries would continue to increase “and there 
is little likelihood that more jobs will be 
available in manufacturing unless there is 
a substantial gain in production or a further 
decrease in working hours.” 

Dr. Isador Lubin, United States Commis- 
sioner of Labor Statistics, told the Monopoly 
Committee that output per man-hour in man- 
ufacturing industries had increased from 60 
to 140, or 103 per cent, between 1909 and 1936. 

The cigar industry is a striking example 
of the effect of mechanization on productiv- 
ity and employment, for the four-operator 
cigar machine reduced the amount of labor 
by 62 per cent as compared with the hand 
process. In terms of production costs, the 
reduction in labor time represented a dif- 
ference in favor of the machine process of 
at least $3 per thousand of cigars. 

In 1921, the industry employed 112,000 
wage-earners and in 1935 the wage-earners 
were 56,000. By 1935, it was estimated that 
44,000 hand workers had been severed from 
the industry, due to use of the long-filler 
cigar machines alone and that concurrently 
jobs had been provided on the machine for 
17,000 new workers, mostly unskilled.

Those who argue that permanent unem- 
ployment is impossible because of improved 
technology begin by saying that the new 
methods make it possible to produce more | 
goods with the same labor time or the same | 
amount of goods with less labor. |

Those who maintain that there is a real | 
“technological” unemployment may agree | 
that there is re-employment “in the long 
run,” but that the displaced wage-earners | 
must eat and care for their families “in ap 
short run.” They contend that those on the | 
other side of the argument give no indica- | 
tion as to the lapse of time between intro- | 
duction of a labor-saving machine and the | 
re-employment of the displaced employes due 
to increased demand because of price reduc- 
tions under the new process. 

It is also argued that use of labor-saving 
machinery does not immediately result in 
price reductions and that the displaced em- 
ployes are likely to be idle for a considerable 
time. 

Since technological improvement continues | 
under any system, it has been suggested 
that the best that can be done with the prob- 
lem is to minimize suffering caused by un- 
' employment due to advances in technology, 
as well as to other causes. Suggested rem- 
edies revolve about the problem of how to 
provide steady income for displaced wage- 
earners, rather than steady work. Among 
these proposed remedies are unemployment 
insurance, old-age pensions, publie works 
projects, minimum-wage and maximum-hour 
laws, dismissal compensation and proper 
timing of technological improvements. 

A number of these are already in effect. 
They aim primarily at one objective: revi- 
sion of the current method of distributing 
income so that the nation’s productive ca- 
pacity may be absorbed by an increased 
ability to consume the fruits of the new tech- 
nology.

PAINTER H. W. WATROUS DIES; 
PERPETRATED SERPENT HOAX 


Artist Scared Lake George Resort 
With Rubber Horse Head 
* 1904; Was 82. 


NEW YORK, May 11 (AP).— 
Harry Willson Watrous, painter 
who was president of the National 
Academy of Design in 1933—and, 
on the side, perpetrator of th 
Lake George serpent hoax—died 
at his home yesterday. He was 82 
years old. | 

It was im 1904 that a “serpent’ 
frightened the populace at the up 
state New York lake resort. Thirty 
years later Watrous confessed that 
‘he was responsible for the hoax— 
‘worked with an inflated rubber 
horse’s head and some wires. 

Watrous received his art educa- 
tion in Paris; where he studied 
under Bonnat, Boulanger and Le 
febvre. He won many ronors, in- 
cluding a special gold medal at the 
St. Louis exposition and the $1000 
Altman prize of the National Acad- 
emy in 1929. He was a_ close 
friend of Ralph Blakelock, whom 
he ranked fourth among American 
artists. 

Watrous also had a brief career 
in baseball. In 1897, after return- 
ing from Paris, he became manager 
of the Metropolitan baseball club, 
forerunner of the New York 
Giants.

TOKYO, May 11 (AP).—The 
Japanese Government announced 
today it had notified all Powers 


concerned that Japan would insist 
on maintenance of the status quo 
in The Netherlands East Indies in 
spite of Holland’s involvement in 
the European war. 

The Foreign Office said such 
notification had been handed to the 
United States, British, French, Ger-

Japanese trade with The Nether-

Now that The Netherlands has 
been attacked by Germany, there 
is no more Dutch Empire trade 
with the Germans and sales to 
Soviet Russia may be reduced in 
fear that such goods eventually 
might reach the Reich. 

“We have already assured Japan 
that the European developments 
would not interrupt trade with the 
East Indies,” this source said. 

The Netherlands Legation issued 
a statement emphasizing’ that 
events in The Netherlands would 
not affect the Dutch possessions 
in the East Indies, which were 
characterized as a “separate con- 
stitutional unit” over which the 
Governor has full powers. 

“The Netherlands Government 
will waive any offer of protection 
by any foreign Power with regard 
to its Colonial possessions, being 
itself fully prepared to uphold the 
independence of overseas terri- 
tories regardless of conditions in 
the mother country,” the statement 
said. 


Hull Again States U. S. Interest in 
East Indies Status Quo. 

WASHINGTON, May 11 (AP).— 
‘The United States repeated today 
that any change in the status of 
The Netherlands East Indies would 
be “prejudicial” to the stability and 
peace of “the entire Pacific area.” 

Secretary of State Hull, comment- 
ing on a Tokyo announcement that 
Japan would insist on. mainten- 
ance of the status quo of The Neth- 
erlands’ Far-Eastern empire, re- 
stated American official interest 
in the islands. 

Noting that both Great Britain 
and Japan as well as the United 
States had made it clear recently 
that the integrity of the islands 
would be respected, Hull said: 

“This Government assumes that 
each of the Governments which has 
made commitments will continue 
to abide by those commitments.” 

He quoted from a statement he 
issued April 17 setting forth the 
same position.

While French authorities termed 
the battle the “first great attack 
of the war,” the high command 
contented itself with an announce- 
ment that the French had main- 
tained their positions. 

The attack, launched as a vast 
struggle began in Belgium and 
The Netherlands forair supremacy 
and advantages on land, apparently 
was intended to keep the French 
forces busy on their own heavily 
fortified Maginot line and thus 
hamper the shifting of forces into 
the invaded low countries. 

The general staff reported fight- 
ing continued today, French troops 
moving into a “spirited” battle with 
German infantry in two sectors. 

Advance Troops Withdraw. 

When the Nazi division attacked 
yesterday the French advance 
guard followed its appointed role, 
sounded the 2iarm and then with- 
drew. : 

This particuiar sector extending 
east from the Luxembourg border 
has been one of the most agitated 
along the Western front, even in 
the days when patrol activities 
were the main action of a stale- 
mated war. 

The attack extended the German 
push to a jagged line between 300 
and 400 miles long—from the North 
Sea along the Dutch and Belgian 
borders through the territory of 
Luxembourg and along the French 
border itself east of the tiny Grand 
Duchy. 

At the same time the struggle 
for air supremacy was developing 
over Belgium as British and French 
planes fought off the thrusts of 
planes attempting to halt the flow 
of Allied reinforcements into the 
beleaguered low countries. 

In the Luxembourg sector, a 
Geenral Staff spokesma:: _§ said, 
French advance guards were “main- 
taining our advance” in a series of 
engagements with Nazi patrols. 

On the Moselle River _ sector, 
French troops were said to have 
reoccupied outposts from which 
they withdrew yesterday under 
heavy German attacks. 


Struggle in the Air. 


A British communique report- 
ed that Allied planes had fiercely 
resisted attempts by the German 
air force to strafe reinforcements 
moving into Belgium. 

The disclosure came as Official 
sources announced that Nazi bomb- 
ing planes had killed 147 French 
civilians, including women and chil- 
dren, in widespread air raids yes- 
terday and today. Forty-nine raid- 
ers were reported shot down. 


Paris experienced its second air 
alarm in two days just before dawn 
this morning, and German 6 air- 
planes appeared at several other 
places: over France, but there were 
no reports of new bombings. Anti- 
aircraft batteries blazed into ac- 
tion in east-central France during 
one 30-minute alarm. 


Press reports said a “rather im- 
portant” number of German planes 
tried to fly over Paris this morn- 
ing, but were held ack by the out- 
lying defense network. 


The shooting down of a German 
bomber in the region of Brugg, 
Switzerland, by a Swiss squadron of 
pursuit planes was reported today 
in dispatches from Geneva. 


Allied Columns Attacked. 


British general headquarters said 
the German air force had made 
eight attacks on Allied columns 
moving into Belgium in the last 
24 hours, only to be met by “vigor- 
ous” resistance. 


Allied fighting planes and anti- 
aircraft guns drove the Germans 
off as they attempted to machine- 
gun roads and troops concentra- 
tions, the communique said. The 
troops were said to have behaved 
admirably under fire. 


The communique mentioned “re- 
ports” that the Germans had at- 
tempted to land parachute troops, 
but did not mention the outcome 
of this maneuver nor the sectors 

volved.

French. Northern armies raced to 
positions in Belgium, the first di- 
rect engagements between Allied 
and Germans troops on the new 
war front took place in Luxem- 
bourg. 

Military dispatches indicated that 
most of that unarmed country’s 
1000 square miles of territory had 
been quickly overrun by the Ger- 
mans before they came into con- 
tact with French outposts. “Sharp 
combats” were reported between 
the opposing advance guards. 

Pontoons Used by Nazis. 

Using pontoon briages hastily 
thrown across the Moselle River, 
Nazi motorized columns sped swift- 
ly through the defenseless Duchy 
and hastily consolidated their po- 
sitions. 

Their advance was halted—at 
least temporarily~near the French 
border where the Allies had con- 
verted into strong defensive posi- 
tions a series of abandoned mine 
pits. 

Gigantic armies were massing 
for battle fartner north where the 
Belgians and Dutch—with almost 
1,600,000 men under arms—were 
putting up stiff resistance against 
German attacks by land and air. 

At least that many more men, 
including 200,000 British troops who 
have been waiting for months be- 
hind France’s Northern § frontier, 
were in the Allied columns hasten- 
ing to the assistance of the in- 
vaded countries. 


Endless lines of staff cars, motor- 
cycles, tanks and trucks crowded 
with men and arms sped northward 
on all available roads, raising clouds 
of dust in Belgian villages, where 
the civilian population cheered 
their coming. 

The movement of the Allied col- 
umns was carried cut with preci- 
sion, according to plans worked out 
months ago in preparation for just 
such a contingency. 

The British divisions participat- 
ing in the operation advanced on 
the left flank of the long front ex- 
tending from the Moselle River to 
the North Sea. 


With the exception of two bri- 
gades stationed at Strasbourg, the 
British expeditionary force in 
France has been concentrated in a 
16-mile long, three-mile wide sector 
near Lille. 


The vanguard of the advancing 
columns was composed of speedy 
mechanized combat units, which 
were followed by the slower 3-ton, 
five-ton and 12-ton tanks. Motor- 
ized infantry, and artillery brought 
up the rear, while overhead roared 
fighting planes en route to low 
country bases. 

News of the Belgian and Dutch 
success in delaying the German 
land advance yesterday was ° re- 
ceived with gratification. The 
French high command, in its ¢om- 
munique last night, said that Nazi 
attempts to land troops by para- 
chute behind the lines in Holland 
were on the whole unsuccessful. 


Political Situation Eased. 


The political situation in France 
appeared to have been calmed by 
the expansion of Premier Rey- 
naud’s cabinet to include the ex- 
treme right. Latest additions to 


the cabinet were the Rightist lead- 
ers Louis Marin and Jean Ybarne- 
garay as minisiers without port- 
folio. 

Reports on the widespread Ger- 
man air raids on France yesterday

Two New British Air Attacks on 
Bergen Reported. 
LONDON, May 11 (AP). — The 
Admiralty announced tonight that 
British navy planes had “made two 
further attacks on Bergen,” Nor- 
wegian west coast port now held 
by the Germans. 
The Admiralty said three hits 
were scored on a German ship be- 
lieved to be the Bremse, a 1460- 
ton training ship carrying four 5- 
inch guns. 
The Admiralty communique said 
in the second attack complete sur- 
prise was achieved. 
“The enemy fuel tanks were at- 
tacked and heavily damaged,” it 
said. “Two of the largest were set 
on fire and flames were seen to 
spread. 
“Since the eighth of April the 
fleet air arm have shot down 20 
enemy aircraft off Norway besides 
accounting for many others on the 
ground. Further, 51 enemy aircraft 
have been destroyed y anti-aircraft 
gunfire of the fleet.” 

Swedish guns fired on a German 
plane over Goteborg, Sweden, a 
Reuters, British news agency, dis- 
patch from Stockholm reported 
early today.

BERNE, May 11 (AP).—Switzer- 
land’s frontier population, told by 
Gen. Henri Guisan that the fully 
mobilized Swiss army “is ready to 
do its duty on each of our fron- 
tiers,” was tense today after a 
night in which foreign planes sev- 
eral times flew over Swiss cities. 

For the first time since the war 
began a Swiss air patrol flew over 
Basel, at the junction of the Swiss, 
French and German borders, to 
protect the city last night. 

German planes passed over Basel 
en route to France but were seen 
returning to Germany later in the 
night after they had been met ‘by 
heavy French anti-aircraft fire. 

Over Schaffhausen, near the Ger- 
man frontier in the north, six for- 
eign war planes of unascertained 
nationality were seen flying from 
east to west through a heavy fog 
yesterday afternoon.

Attacks on Air Bases. 


In the air, the ,Germans ac- 
knowledged the ioss of 11 of their 
own planes and said 15 others were 
missing. 

Mass air attacks were carried 
out yesterday on air bases in Bel- 
gium, France and Holland. Seven- 
ty-two airporis were raided, the 
report said, and numerous airport 
buildings and hangars were de- 
stroyed by fire and explosions. 

“Especially hard hit. were’ the 
French air bases at Metz, Nancy, 
Rheims, Rommilly, Dijon and 
Lyon,” the communique added. 

A charge that the Allies had 
killed two civilians during air raids 
on the Ruhr was made in the 
communique, which added that 
several civilians were injured and 
slight material damage caused. The 
raid cost the enemy three planes, 
it was said. 

Earlier the Germans had threat- 
ened retaliation for what they said 
was an enemy air raid on the open 
city of Freiburg, in Southwest Ger- 
many. Whether this and the later 
mentioned attack were the same 
was not made clear. 

Fighting by Land Forces. 

Three paragraphs of the com- 
munique were devoted to the in- 
vasion of the former neutrals by 
land.

Hitler’s own newspaper, the Volk- 
ischer Beobachter, said:

How Political Picture Has Altered in Last 
Year—California Result Removes All 


Doubt That Roosevelt Can Have Nomi- 
nation If He Wants It. 


WASHINGTON, May 11. 


F there remained, after the Tex- 

as “compromise” that gave the 

Garner people the core of the 
apple and not much of that, any 
doubt that the President has a 
third-term nomination in his grasp, 
that doubt was removed by the 
sweeping victory of the third-term- 
ers over the Garner slate of dele- 
gates in the California primary. 


There never was any substance 
to the Garner presidential candi- 
dacy, as such. There was never a 
chance that the Democratic party 
would commit the blunder of offer- 
ing the country on a New Deal plat- 
form—for that is what the plat- 
form has got to be, in any case—4 
man who has provided, in himself, 
a rallying point for much of the 
Democratic opposition to the New 
Deal. Whatever may be the merits 
of the Vice-President, he is fatally 
lacking in the “availability” re- 
quired of a presidential aspirant. 


But the Garner candidacy, at the 
outset, did have a certain validity 
as a handy vehicle for the effort 
to take the control of the Demo- 
cratic party from the New Dealers. 
Then as the third-term movement 
grew, as the New Dealers behind it 
were joined by an ever-increasing 
number of politicians with a bread- 
and-butter interest in getting the 
Roosevelt name at the head of the 
ticket, the Garner campaign natu- 
rally became synonymous with the 
effort to stop Roosevelt. The col- 
lapse of the one signifies the col- 
‘lapse of the other. 


The failure of the gnti-Roosevelt 
defenses to stand up against the 
blitzkrieg of the third-termers has 
compelled a radical revision of in- 
formed practical thinking about 
the Democratic convention. When 
the chance appeared good that the 
third-term movement would go no 
further than the wishful thinking 
of a little group of New Dealers, 
the outlook was that Mr. Farley, 
Mr. Hull and Mr. Garner would 
go into the convention with suffi- 
cient strength among them to con- 
trol the selection of the ticket. 
Mr. Roosevelt was not ignored in 
this calculation, but he was rele- 
gated to a comparatively minor 
role. The idea was that the “big 
three,” with the wishes of the 
President in mind but not under 
their domination, would get togeth- 
er at an appropriate stage of the 
proceedings, before the differences 
among the candidates should have 
had time to develop into feuds, and 
pick for the presidential nomina- 
tion a middle-of-the-roader whose 
selection would be duly ratified by 
the delegates.

There were open feuds, 
too, among the Democrats, that 
were yet to be glossed over by 
th: party truce in the special em- 
bargo-repeal session of Congress 
last autumn, and by the subse- 
quent omission of the President, 
at the start of the present session, 
to recommend anything in the 
way of provocative legislation. As 
the election has approached there 
has been a gradual drawing to- 
gether of the factions. Now as al- 
ways, the great majority of the 
politicians of both parties find it 
possible to rise above principle in 
the interest of party success at 
the polls. 

All that Mr. Roosevelt has done 
or left undone in the last year is 
explainable, it is true, in’ terms of 
a general wish for Democratic 
success in November, whoever may 
be the nominee, but it is equally 
true that his whole course has 
aided the third term effort. With- 
out his passive acquiescence in the 
maneuverings of the third term- 
ers, the conspicuous result of which 
has been to give him his impres- 
sive victories over the Garnerites, 
it is inconceivable that the move- 
ment in his behalf could have 
reached its present proportions. 

There is only one man who 
stands effectively in the way of 
his again running for President on 
the Democratic ticket, and that is 
Mr. Roosevelt himself. Events 
have conspired with his own po- 
litical sagacity, whatever the end 
to which it may have been direct- 
ed, to produce this strange result.

In the face of what may seem 
persuasive evidence to the con- 
trary, the prediction again is ven- 
tured in this space that Mr. Roose- 
velt will not take the nomination. 
A clew to one of the considera- 
tions which will weigh with the 
President may be found in the cur- 
rent fight in~ Congress over his 
proposal to shift the control over 
civil aviation back to the Com- 
merce Department. This is no 
issue of overwhelming importance 
in itself, but it illustrates what 
Mr. Roosevelt is now up against 
in Congress and what he will be 
up against for four years if he is 
re-elected. He has lost on the 
aviation issue in the House. If he 
wins out in the end, through 
Senate support, his victory will be 
of the same sort as that of Cham- 
berlain in the House of Commons 
last Wednesday—a shallow vic- 
tory. 

Mr. Roosevelt would be certain 
to have on his hands through an- 
other term a recalcitrant Congress. 
He could hope only to consolidate 
his gains, not to extend them. Con- 
solidation of gains is important, 
but it is not exciting—not the sort 
of thing to appeal to one of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s temperament. He 
would run the risk of going out 
at the end of four years with his 
prestige.in history gravely dimin- 
ished. Only some _ war-created 
consideration viewed by him as 
being of transcendent importance 
can outweigh in his mind the do- 
mestic prospect of four sterile and 
perhaps embittered years.

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Skin Diseases 


Area of Scalp

OST skin disturbances attack 
Mey one part of the body. Sev- 

eral are joca! to the scalp. Chil- 
dren, particularly, have ringworm, 
lice and impetigo infection in this 
region, and in older people the 
scalp is likely to have fatty irrita- 
tion (seborrheic dermatitis), psori- 
asis, alopecia or baldness, hair dye 
dermatitis, wens, warts, etc. 

A particular breed of louse in- 
vades the scalp and can be dejfect- 
ed by the itching and the presence 
of insects and nits in the hair. The 
nits are shiny, seed-shaped bodies 
with one end cemented to the shaft 
of the hair. Enlargement of the 
lymph nodes in the neck may ac- 
company this condition in a child. 

The use of certain ointments for 
two or three days will destroy the 
living insects in the hair. The nits 
are resistant to soap and water but 
can be destroyed by diluted vine- 
gar, in proportion of one part of 
vinegar to four parts of water. 
After the insects have been de- 
stroyed, the nits should be removed 
by thorough combing with a dust 
comb moistened with vinegar. 

Ringworm, and especially honey- 
comb ringworm or favus, is a very 
unsightly condition of children. It 
forms crusts, and there is loss of 
hair and a bleeding, disgusting- 
looking scalp. It sometimes starts 
without itching and may be caught 
from a pet animal or contaminated 
¢ombs, brushes and bed linen. 

The treatment had better be left 
to a doctor but it is important to 
know that no matter how unsightly 
the condition, it does respond to 
treatment. 

Alopecia areata is a condition in 
which the hair of the scalp and 
face falls out in patches, leaving 
small bald areas. It usually occurs 
in early adult life. The cause is 
not known, but it responds to treat- 
ment. 

Agents which increase the blood 
supply to the scalp do the most 
good. The patches are painted with 
iodine or turpentine. The high fre- 
quency current and the ultraviolet 
radiation give good results, as does 
grandular treatment. 

Premature baldness occurs most- 
ly in males and begins 2bout the 
age of 20. The causes are heredity 
and seborrheic dermatitis. Derma- 
tologists tell me that sometimes 
something can be done to check 
the progress of this condition, but 
I still believe that resignation is 
the best remedy and certainly the 
least expensive. 

The correction of the seborrhea 
may help. Tight-fii.ing hats are 
discarded. Drugs, massage and ul- 
traviolet radiation are used for 
their stimulating effect. 


Parkerhouse Rolls 
Just the touch perfect to the cold 
luncheon. One quart flour, one ta- 
blespoon lard, three tablespoons 
sugar, one teaspoon salt, one-half 
pint milk, one cake yeast. Scald 
the milk and when nearly cold add 
the yeast cake which has been dis- 
solved in one-half cup cold water. 
Rub in flour, lard, sugar and salt 
and knead well. Let rise to twice 
its bulk. Roll out a half-inch thick, 
cut into rounds, spread over with 
melted butter and double over. Let 
rise again and bake in a hot oven 
for 20 minutes. Mix early in the 
morning if desired for dinner, or 
the day before if desired for lunch-

RUIT milk drinks are pets of 
F the nutritionists, but it isn’t 
always easy to give a_ fruit 
juice and sweet milk combination 
the zest to make it a popular bev- 
erage without adding enough lem- 
on juice to curdle it.

How It Started

Mother’s Day 

Thousands of years ago, the 
storied Greeks worshiped Cybele, 
the mother of the gods, and, with 
ceremonial rites and offerings, in 
woods, caves and elsewhere, paid 
homage to motherhood. 

We, too, celebrate Mother’s day, 
now a national observance, author- 
ized by an act of Congress; but 
ours had its origin in the desire of 
one daughter to pay tribute to her 
own departed mother. 

Credit goes to Miss Anna M. Jar- 
vis of Philadelphia, who in 1906 
suggested that the second Sunday 
in May be set aside as “Mother's 
day.” 

Miss Jarvis’ origina! purpose was 
to memorialize her own mother, 
but “Everyone,” she soon discov- 
ered, “has—or has had—a mother!” 
And so her plan came to mind. 

The idea struck a popular chord; 
but it was not until 1914 that it 
received official recognition. In 
that year a bill was passed by Con- 
gress authorizing the President to 
issue a proclamation to Govern- 
ment! officials to display the flag 
on all Government buildings on the 
second Sunday in May. 

On May 9, President Wilson re- 
quested the general public also to 
display the flag on this day, as a 
public expression of love and rev- 
erence for the mothers of our coun- 


try.

North hesitated a long time be 
fore passing to two diamonds dow 
bled, obviously considering running 
to three clubs. ite should have 


done his hesitating earlier, before 


making his atrocious double of two 
clubs. Of course he meant that 
double as a penalty or business va 
riety, but it wasn’t! Technicall 
and conventionally, such a double 
is for a take-out, and South, al- 
though a fine player, could not 
dream that North had the type of 
hand he actually did have. When 
East redoubled (feeling that his 
shortness in clubs was more than 
compensated by his general 
strength) South made the “cheap- 
est” rescue at his command; that 
is, he selected diamonds so that 
North could either pass or bid two 
spades. Conventionally, a pass by 
South to the redouble would have 
implied willingness and ability to 
defend against two clubs redou- 
bled. Incidentally, West had se- 
lected clubs for his first response 
as something of a “psychic” his 
hope being to discourage a club 
lead at whatever contract he and 
his partner agreed on. 

The carnage at the two diamond 
doubled contract was too frightful 
for human eyes to behold! West 
properly opened the king of trumps 
and continued trumps for two more 
rounds. East, on lead with the 
diamond ace, laid down the ace and 
king of hearts, then sent the heart 
nine through the agonizing declar- 
er. The latter’s heart queen was 
pitilessly ruffed away by West, 
who returned a club to East’s 
marked ace. East now rattled off 
his three established hearts, and 
then led a spade. West took his 
side’s twelfth and thirteenth tricks 
with the jack and ace of spades. 
The declarer had not been able to 
win a single trick! 

North looked as though he had 
met a steam roller in a dark alley, 
while South seemed only two inches 
from apoplexy. And, as East sok 
emnly but very plainly entered 
2300 points to his own side’s credit 
on the score pad, perhaps the un- 
kindest cut of all was West's unc- 
tious reminder: “Don’t forget my, 
100 honors, partner.”
